- published in draft form and will be adopted this fall after 
; controlled “debate,” is a strangley old fashioned, even

Its new constitution is in fact more backward than the 
1 one written by colonial farmers, merchants and lawyers 
in Philadelphia 190 years earlier.

It contained liberal promises of freedom of press,

In recent years small numbers of dissidents have 
pointed to that constitution in calling for human rights 
denied to them. 
They tried to defend themselves against criminal 
charges by insisting they were only asking for what was 
guaranteed to them by law. 
General Secretary Leonid Brezhnev, who expects the 
new document to make his mark in history, has moved to 
tighten the line against dissent. 
After enumerating the people’s rights, his constitution 
in effect takes them away by adding: 
“Exercise by citizens of rights and freedoms must not 
injure the interest of society and the state...” 
In translation this clearly means the people can do jist 
what Big Brother says and no more. 
Brezhnev’s constitution also strengthens the dominant 
role of the Communist Party in Soviet life. 
The party, it states, is “the ruling and directing 
power...of all the state and public organizations.” 
Of course, this has been the state of affairs since the 
1917 revolution, but previous constitutions were not so 
frank about a ruling class in what was supposed to be 
Marx's classless society. 
Minority rule, it turns out, is a problem not only in 
southern Africa. 
What is also notable is the constitution’s absence of 
checks and balances. 
It is handed down by the Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
parliament run by the party, which also passes any 
party-desired enabling laws. 
There is no judicial review or possibility of appeal. 
Moscow’s propaganda machine would not agree, of 
course, but a comparison of the new constitution with 
America’s “bourgeois” document of 1787 would be un­ 
favorable to the former. 
By including strong checks and balances the American 
framers protected the individual from arbitrary 
government. 
By negating its paper promises of rights, the Brezhnev 
charter protects a ruling elite against its subjects.

FRANCES KNIGHT

The 
impression 
most 
Americans have of the federal 
government is that of gross 
inefficiency - bogged down in 
red ink, red tape and people 
doing 
"busy work” writing 
memos to one another. For 22 
years the U.S. Passport Office 
under Frances Knight's capable 
direction was one shining ex­ 
ception 
Knight made the Passport 
Office increasingly efficient in 
the face of a spiraling work load. 
The office processed only 350,000 
passports 
in 
the year she 
became director 
Now more 
than two million are issued each 
year 
Knight cut the time for ob­ 
taining a passport from six 
weeks to three days or less She 
simplified the applications from 
three lega 1-size pages to one 
letter-size page She slimmed 
the passport itself from 48 pages 
to 24 
Representatives from 
scores of nations have come to 
America to study and adopt her 
techniques. Dozens of cities and 
travel 
and 
transportation 
agencies have awarded her 
commendations. 
Part of Knight’s philosophy of 
life surfaced when she once told 
a reporter, "In this business, 
you've got to choose between 
popularity 
and 
efficient 
management. You know where I 
stand.” Becaus she ran her 
bureau efficiently, profitably 
and on merit, she earned the 
praise of five presidents andthe 
respect of high officials and- 
congressmen of both political 
parties. 
She is not popular with the big 
spenders, with the befuddled 
bureaucrats trying to make 
their own jobs look important, or 
with the assorted leftists who 
want to dismantle aU security 
safeguards. 
One 
senator 
derisively called her a “super- 
duper patriot.” 


The reason the leftists have 
been gunning for Knight for 
years is that she has been a 
stickier for obeying the law and 
safeguarding national security. 
She told Congress that in the 
1970s there is an average of 
more than 17,000 U S. passports 
reported lost or stolen annually 
which are never accounted for. 
Some, of course, are destroyed 
accidentally. 
But 
Knight 
estimates that more than half of 
these documents remain out­ 
standing and probably find their 
way into illicit hands. 
She 
continually 
alerted 
Congress 
to 
the 
national 
security dangers from persons 
obtaining passports by fraud. 
They fall into several basic 
categories: (1) Communists, (2) 
drug traffickers, (3) militant 
groups, (4) confidence men or 
swindlers, (5) illegal aliens in 
the United States, (6) fugitives 
from justice, and (7) imposters. 
Knight treaded that narrow 
line of being always forthright 
but ever feminine, efficient but 
not bossy, determined in pursuit 
of her objectives but gracious to 
all, independent of judgment but 
wise in walking the labyrinths 
of the bureaucracy. 
President Carter has matte a 
serious mistake in terminating 
Francis Knight as director of the 
Passport Office without even 
giving her the courtesy of a 
personal interview. 
Maybe he was afraid that if he 
talked with her, he too, like his 
five presidential predecessors, 
would have been so impressed 
with her competence and 
dedication that he would have 
found it impossible to let her go. 
President Carter’s excuse that 
it is his policy to abide by the 
decision of his department head 
(in this case, Cyrus Vance) is 
patently untrue. Mr. Carter s 
General Services administrator, 
Jack Eckard, resigned precisely 
because Mr Carter insisted on 
the President’s right to make 
GSA appointments over the 
objections of the department 
chief.

A POWERFUL 
CONGRESSMAN’S 
SON FINALLY GETS 
A GOVERNMENT JOB

WASHINGTON 
- 
The 
friendly folks who handle 
patronage at the White House 
have suddenly developed an 
extraordinary interest in an 
obscure federal appointment. 
They are quietly grooming 
Patrick J. Delaney for a $50,000- 
a-year post on the Susquehanna 
River Basin Commission. As 
preparation for this high calling, 
Delaney has been a law school 
dropout, stock salesman, race 
track official and Richard Nixon 
fundraiser, respectively. 
There is a suspicion, however, 
that the Carter crowd is more 
fascinated 
with 
Delaneys 
connections than his resume. 
For he is the son of Rep. James 
J Delaney, D-N.Y., the 76-year- 
old curmudgeon who heads the 
House Rules Committee. This 
committee 
determines 
what 
legislation will reach the House 
floor. 
The White House is more 
concerned about the flow of 
legislation on Capitol Hill than 
the flow of the Susquehanna. 
And the 36-year-old Delaney 
might be able to influence the 
flow of the one if not the other. 
His father, an old cahoot with 
an Iraish flair for politics, 
believes in family planning. It 
used to be that a congressman 
could 
install 
a deserving 
relative on the congressional 
payroll. But the publicity has 
sent most relatives scurrying 
for other jobs. 
Congressman Delaney .not ooe 
to let go of a government pay 
envelope 
easily, 
reportedly 
pressured ex-President Gerald 
Ford toappoint young Patrick to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. A Senate in­ 
vestigation indicated that the 
congressman’s son, however, 
knew no more about highfinance 
than he does about water 
resources. 
Sources familiar with the 
backroom politicking say that 
Delaney, 
the eld«*, 
tried 
valiantly to persuade senators to 
approve the nomination. But the 
outcry against Delaney, the 


younger, was so strong that 
President Carter withdrew the 
nomination not long after 
inheriting it from Ford. 
The new president has become 
more impressed lately with 
Chairman Delaney's power over 
legislation. To placate the old 
man. Carter is now looking for a 
harmless spot for the jobless 
son 
The Susquehanna River 
Basin seemed far enough away 
from Washington to satisfy the 
president’s advisers 
Thereis (me vexing problem. 
The commissioners are sup­ 
posed to know something about 
water resources if not the 
Susquehanna 
itself 
But ap­ 
parently young Delaneys lack of 
qualifications is not regarded as 
an insurmountable obstacle by 
Hamilton Jordan, the presidents 
top political aide. Jordan’s of­ 
fice is trying to secure the 
$50,000 plum for Delaney. 
Commented one congressional 
aide when he heard the White 
House was pushing Delaney for 
the Susquehanna job: Boy, it 
sounds like they have finally 
found some place they can put 
him. 
Footnote: 
C ongressm an 
Delaney denied he had con­ 
tacted either the president or 
Jordan about finding em­ 
ployment for his son. Jordan and 
young Delaney did not return 
our repeated 
calls. 
But 
a 
presidential 
spokesman said 
defensively: There are people in 
the White House who think 
Delaney is qualified for the job. 
POWER 
BROKERS- The 
energy crisis is developing a 
new breed of power brokers who 
speak the technical language 
and are at home in the policy 
councils where the multi-bilUon- 
dollar energy decisions are 
made. 
Earlier this year, four energy 
hotshots descended from Capitol 
Hill and formed a potent new 
law firm: Van Ness, Curtis, 
Feldman and Sutcliffe. 
William Van Ness had been 
chief counsel of the Senate 
In te rio r 
C o m m ittee, 
specializing in energy matters. 
Charles Curtis left the House 
Commerce Committee, where 
he was regarded as one of the 
foremost energy authorities on 
Capitol Hill. Howard Feldman, 
as chief counsel to the Senate 


Investigations 
Subcommittee, 
had investigated the big oil 
conglomerates. And S. Lynn 
Sutcliffe, a former counsel to the 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
is also an energy expert. 
Now the four of them, once 
crusaders for the public in­ 
terest, are representing the 
private interests they formerly 
criticized. 
They 
represent 
Pacific 
Gas and 
Electric 
Company, which wants to build 
a natural gas pipeline in Alaska 
Another client, Tier Pipeline 
Company with financial ties to 
the giant Amoco, wants to build 
an oil pipeline to deliver oil from 
the West to the East coast. 


The new law firm also im­ 
pressed prospective clients with 
its connections 
by bringing 
Washington’s top policymakers 
to a seminar to impart inside 
information. The firm charged 
businessmen 9225 apiece to 
listen to the likes of Federal 
Energy 
Administrator 
John 
O'Leary, former Administrator 
Frank Zarb, House Energy 
Chairman Thomas Ashley, D- 
Ohio, and White Houe energy 
aides Alvin Aim and Leslie 
Goldman. 
Now one of the law partners, 
after his brief romance with the 
private interests, reportedly has 
been tapped by President Carter 
to head the Federal Power 
Commission. 
Charles Curtis, 
having just pissed through the 
revolving door from the public 
to the private sector, is about to 
return through the revolving 
dooragain. 


In an interview with our 
associate 
Marc 
Smolonsky, 
Curtis acknowledged that the 
creation of the new law firm 
raised a natural question.

Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, who loved to tower 
above me by half a length, 
became the powerful president 
of France at 66 and served until 
he was 79. Benjamin Disraeli

premier minister at 63 and then 


again at 70. serving until 76. And 
white not in the same league, the 
DNC

late friend Konrad Adenauer, 
who rebuilt post-Worki War II

December 


But i f he feels as he does today 
i though last week he had a cold > 
Meany will run for another term 
- which should carry him to the 
age of 85. 
Let no one carp. Meany did 
serve notice when he returned 
from Adenauer's funeral back in 
1967 that he planned to emulate 
the old chancellor, who died at 
91. 
And Meany's keeping his 
word. Only illness will prevent 
the old powerhouse from run­ 
ning in 1979 and onward. 
I have some old pros d ipt out 
of the morgue which show a 
series of my pundit-prone 
colleagues predicting Meany's 
last hurrah and power blackout. 
Aside from the fact that Meany 
has outlived many of his 
"•successors.” his political clout 
rarely has been greater. He has 
just forced President Carter to 
reverse himself on several 
issues - and most important, on 
the backing of the “labor few 
reform" bill which will give the 
American labor movement 
heavy transfusions. 
And when he and his political

..The Soviet Union’s next constitution, which has been 
published in draft form and will be adopted this fall after 
' 
controlled “debate,” is a strangley old fashioned, even 
reactionary, document. 
This is ironic for a society which claims to be 
“progessive,” “advanced” and “scientific.” 
Its new constitution is in fact more backward than the 
one written by colonial farmers, merchants and lawyers 
in Philadelphia 190 years earlier. 
The most striking difference between the two charters 
is their views of the individual. 
The 18th-century Americans saw man as having 
natural rights that government could not abridge. 
In modern Russia rights are granted by an all-powerful 
state which decides how - or if - they will be exercised. 
A case in point is the 1936 “Stalin Constitution,” which 
Z 
is being replaced. 
It contained liberal promises of freedom of press, 
* 
speech, assembly, religion and privacy. 
In practice, however, it gave no protection to millions 
I 
of innocent persons who were jailed or executed in the 
Z . dictator’s blood purges. 
In recent years small numbers of dissidents have 
pointed to that constitution in calling for human rights 
denied to them. 
They tried to defend themselves against criminal 
charges by insisting they were only asking for what was 
guaranteed to them by law. 
General Secretary Leonid Brezhnev, who expects the 
new document to make his mark in history, has moved to 
tighten the line against dissent. 
After enumerating the people’s rights, his constituition 
in effect takes them away by adding: 
“Exercise by citizens of rights and freedoms must not 
injure the interest of society and the state...” 
In translation this clearly means the people can do just 
what Big Brother says and no more. 
Brezhnev’s constitution also strengthens the dominant 
role of the Communist Party in Soviet life. 
The party, it states, is “the ruling and directing 
power ..of all the state and public organizations ” 
Of course, this has been the state of affairs since the 
1917 revolution, but previous constituitions were not so 
frank about a ruling class in what was supposed to be 
Marx's classless society. 
Minority rule, it turns out, is a problem not only in 
southern Africa 
What is also notable is the constitution’s absence of 
checks and balances. 
It is handed dow n by the Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
parliament run by the party, which also passes any 
party-desired enabling laws. 
There is no judicial review or possibility of appeal. 
Moscow's propaganda machine would not agree, of 
course, but a comparison of the new constitution with 
America's “bourgeois” document of 1787 would be un­ 
favorable to the former. 
By including strong checks and balances the American 
framers 
protected 
the 
individual 
from 
arbitrary 
government. 
By negating its paper promises of rights, the Brezhnev 
charter protects a ruling elite against its subjects.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In its strongest statement yet on con­ 
troversial Laetrile, the Food and Drug Administration says 
cancer victims are “exploited skillfully” by Laetrile's promoters 
because they are emotionally vulnerable to hucksters. 
The FDA filed a 268-page report with a federal judge in Ok­ 
lahoma claiming that a review of the evidence did not sway their 
view that Laetrile, which some persons use to treat cancer, is a 
fraud. 
FDA Commissioner Donald Kennedy says in the report that 


Laetrile promoters play upon a cancer victim's frustration over 
the lack of a legitimate cure and build up the victim’s fear of 
proven cancer therapies. 


House votes on energy plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House of Representatives is 


scheduled to vote today on the remaining portions of President 
Carter's national energy plan. 
The main votes remaining are on an attempt by Republicans to 


substitute their own program for the President’s. Tho Republican 
plan basically calk for less regulation of the oil industry, which 
supporters say would prevent the kind of ftiel shortages much of 
the nation experienced last winter. 
House leaders are hoping that action on the legislation can be 


finished today, enabling Congress to begin its month-long recess. 
So far, most of Carter’s program has emerged intact, except 


for the issue of a higher gasoline tax, which the House rejected 
overwhelmingly.
